Now comes Judge On 
-, and throws a rock right through

In a recent opinion, wherein a man 
was suing for damages involving the illegal sale of whiskey, 
the Judge declared that the act of selling liquor does not involve 
moral turpitude and is not classed with those that are wrong in 
and of themselves In the present case the court states "it is not 
against the policy of the law to inquire into the relative delin­ 
quency of the parties and to administer justice between them, 
where the offense is merely prohibited". The court reached the 
conclusion that the questions of law raised by the affidavits of 
the defense should be decided in favor of the plaintiff. 


THE PRESIDENT ANSWERS HIS CRITICS. 


President Harding once more demonstrated he is about two 
jumps ahead of the majority of his critics, and those who would 
licdor him in his official action, when, in answer to a letter 


f r o m Hamilton Holt, well-known editor and publisher, he di­ 
vulged the fact that a preliminary draft of his conception of an 
Association of Nations had been completed some weeks ago. 


From the tone of Mr. Holt's letter of inquiry, and the wide­ 
spread publicity given it in some quarters, it appears to have 
been an attempt to place the president in an unfavorable light, 
but as Mich, failed miserably. 
The letter did not even thinly 


veil a threat of political attack, and it speaks well for the fore­ 
sight of the president that he was able to make the reply he did, 
namely to show that the draft of the proposed association had 


l i n n completed some weeks ago, and was not forced by the 
rcc-.jpt of Mr. Holt's letter, which would have been a twe 
li.uided sword in the hands of his opponents in the event he had 


not lii'cii prepared. 


In his communication Mr. Holt charged President Harding 
"Surely you cannot expect the forty-eight members of the pres­ 
ent league to s.-rap it and come into your association unless two 
thi'lgs are perfectly clear: 


"First—That the new association is substantially as good, 


n r 'otter than the existing league; and 


"St ctiiitl——That this time a proposal of a president ol 
t!i.' United States will have the permanent and overwhelming

"One of the most significant and fundamental indices of 
that fact is the improved credit situation. 


"Consequently, it is imperative for us to concentrate our at­ 
tention on the essential, fundamental factors in the business sit­ 
uation and to interpret them as correctly as we can in the light 
of past experience and the present juxtaposition of various ele­ 
ments. 
For that reason, the condition of credit is of especial 
interest, particularly now, and should be studied by the busi­ 
ness man not merely from the viewpoint of supply and demand 
and rates but also for the purpose of ascertaining basic princi­ 
ples and underlying causes. 
Such a study today will inevitably 
lead to reassurance and confidence. 


Reserve Gold Ratio and Discount Rate. 


"In the first place, the ratio of gold and" other lawful reserve 
money to deposits and notes outstanding held by the Federal 
Reserve Banks is in excess of 58 per cent, wheras, a year ago 
it was less than 42 pr cent. 
While it is true that this improve­ 
ment in the technical position of our "banking situation is due 
largely to the inflow of gold from abroad, which has increased 
the gold holdings of the Federal Reserve System to more than 
$2,400,000,000, and the total stock of gold coin and bullion in 
the United States to more than $3,175,000,000—the 
largest 
amount in history, there has also been a reduction of more than 
$1,000,000,000 in loans and invested assets of the Federal Re­ 
serve Banks since November 5, when the peak was reached. 
And, as the low ratio 
; of 42 per cent was a forerunner of the 
business depression which has ensued until the present, so the 
higher ratio is a harbinger of sounder conditions. 


"There has followed a slight reduction in Federal Reserve 
Bank discount rates on commercial paper, namely, from 7 to 
6 
1/; per cent, which marked a definite easing of the credit situa­ 
tion in general. 
While this reduction 
reflects the steady 
improvement in the reserve position of the Federal Reserve 
System, it is chiefly significant as indicating the extent to which 
liquidation has proceeded. The fact, too, that the current eas­ 
ing of credit is more or less general through the world, as evi­ 
denced by the reductions in tank discount rates in England, 
Sweden, Denmark, Switzerland, Belgium and India, increases 
the probability that the improvement in this country will be 
sustained. 


"But it should be remembered that the Federal Reserve 
rate is an effect and not a cause. 
A high discount rate ordi­ 
narily results from heavy demands for funds, and, obviously, a 
high rate does not create such a demand but results from it; 
and, similarly, a low rate cannot directly create easy creditcon- 
ditions, but merely reflects and is a consequence of such a con­ 
dition. 


"It is true, of course, that an unjustiliable high rate main­ 
tained sufficiently long will force drastic liquidation and precip­ 
itate business depression through violent deflation; just as a 
rate that is too low encourages inordinate borrowing, expands 
purchasing power and increases the consumption of goods out

immune. 
Much work has been done to discover possible meth­ 
ods of prevention or control.
